Calgary writer’s first novel halfway to greatness 








MISS LAMP 
by Chris Ewart 
Coach House Books, 184 pp., $19.95 





CHRIS EWART'S MISS LAMP IS NOT A 
conventional novel. Written in short, 
densely poetic chapters, it weaves 
together the childhood reflections of 
the titular Miss Lamp with her pre- 
sent-day meanderings and those of a 
handful of other charters, most chris- 
tened in a similarly vein (“Banana 
Tray Hair,” “Room Service Boy”, for 


instance). With his book, Ewart— 
born in California, raised in Ontario, 
and a present resident of Calgary— 
has something of a luminous first- 
fiction foray. Thought-provoking, 
imperfect, and somewhat impene- 
trable, but luminous nonetheless. 
Undeniably, Miss Lamp has some 
neat stuff going on. Ewart’s refer- 
ences to Western Canadian towni- 
ness—the Safeway, the bowling 
alley, the Safeway bags caught 
in the trees, the Campbell's tomato 


soup—are presented in staccatoed, 
stream-of-consciousness, kaleido- 
scopic language. 

Consider this rather typical chap- 
ter opener: “Between the creases of 
her pillow, Miss Lamp picks the 
sleep from her eyes. An itch on her 
cheek brings her left hand out from 
under her side. Congealed blood, 
skin, and toilet paper drag along the 
polyester bedspread.” The unusual 
syntax in this passage neatly enacts 
the new-wakeful confusion of corpo-

This is the sort of writing that 
lends itself to conversation, discus- 
sion, and dissection. Though it’s not 
said anywhere, Ewart'’s association 
with the University of Calgary and 
his recently completed MA thesis 
there lead one to believe that this is 
the refined version of his thesis. 

The writing is tight, the book’s 
general presence is polished, and 
Ewart thanks a pantheon of 

Can Lit luminaries in his acknowl- 
edgements page. 

Yet reading Miss Lamp gives rise 
to a peculiar sensation. One is certain 
that this is undeniably deftly com- 
posed prose and that plenty of peo- 
ple whose opinion one should 
respect will have accolades for this 
slender, nicely designed volume. Yet 
none of this intellectual certainty cor- 
responds to sustained delight while 
reading it. 

Beyond the intellectual allures, 
there is a carved out hollow where 
most authors strive for some sort of 
connection with the reader. Ewart’s 
character construction resists psy- 
chological realism—the literary par- 
adigm that dictates characters mirror 
real-world humans—and Miss 

Lamp’s narrative arc is so obviously 
set against mainstream fiction’s tra- 
jectories that it would be facile to 
complain that the characters and 
the plot proved emotionally 
unsatisfying. 

Consider the obsession with cor- 








reported in The Guardian are no surprise: 
more Americans know who Harry Potter is 
than can name Tony Blair. Fifty-seven per- 
cent of respondents could identify Potter, 
while only 50% could name Britain’s leader.

poreal motifs: wounded teeth, dam- 
aged feet, and twitchy fingers figure 
dominantly. (Much of the plot is 
concerned with a dentist that steals 
teeth; meanwhile, Miss Lamp has 
something wrong with her foot as a 
child, she sticks a Q-tip in her 
eardrum, and so forth.) Miss Lamp, 
on this perspective, is entirely a play 
of personal injury. Yet this poetic 
bodily awareness fails to ground the 
novel's fantastic elements in any- 
thing tangible, which would seem 
the natural outcome of such an 
emphasis. 

Rather, for the reader, all this 
worry about flesh wounds becomes 
boring, a narcissistic meandering 
that is without an underpinned com- 
mentary on self-absorption. It’s lin- 
guistic experimentation employed 
without an end. 

The back jacket says that Miss 
Lamp’s is a “whimsical world” but 
beyond its fantastical application, 
“whimsy” is an idea that has no 
immediately obvious reason to exist. 
This, really, is no small question: 
what is the point of finely wrought 
linguistic experimentation if there is 
nothing beyond the intellectual 
appreciation of novelty? 

Nonetheless, this is a highly 
skilled first novel. Moreover, Chris 
Ewart is a rare breed: a young writer 
who is proud to be Albertan. Miss 
Lamp is worth checking out for these 
reasons—then gather some literary- 
minded friends together and talk 
about it.

KATHY OCHOA, OR KO AS THE 
Edmonton-based independent 
dance artist calls herself, is 
tremendously excited about 

what she’s brought back from her 
recent 14-month stint in modern 
dance’s Mecca 

Better than an I Love NYC t-shirt, 
her greatest souvenirs were an 
intensive movement exploration 
and the new approach to dance 
making that’s evolving out of that 
experience. 

Before the trip, she had a nagging, 
unnamed dissatisfaction with what 
she was expenenang in her own 
work and also what she was being 
exposed to in Canadian dance. 

“1 feel it has this habit of being too 
involved with the aesthetics of the 
work, and that the aesthetics do not 
go much deeper than what it looks 
like,” she says 

“| didn’t know how to get deeper 
into my own exploration.” 

All that changed when she met 


Daria Fain in NYC and worked with 
her Brooklyn dance company 
Human Behavior Explorers. 

“Daria’s training is Chi Gong 
based and what that means for her is 
that she works on choreographing 
people's perceptions,” explains KO. 
“1 brought back that idea from her, 
as well as a whole lot of other 
curiosities from New York, lists and 
lists of things I wanted to explore.” 

Back in E-town, she asked five 
dancers she’s worked with before— 
Miriam Esquitin, Kristina Lemieux, 
Abby Nugent, Victoria Rohac, and 
Katrina Smy—to join her in opening 
discoveries from her time in NYC 
and to record every creative second 
in the studio for four months. 

“In the beginning, it was obvious- 
ly a little bit awkward, with two 
cameras on the dancers at all times,” 
she says. “But soon the dancers got 
very used to being observed through 
these technologies, to being watched 
in these vulnerable times of creating. 

“What I'm interested in seeing is 
the dancers actually embodying the 
movement that they are doing. The 
way in to that for me is by showing 
somehow their internal experience 
versus this outward obsession with

what it looks like.” 

Throughout the process, KO invit- 
ed perceptions of the work from var- 
ious people—a photographer, a 
visual artist, other dancers and 
dance experts like University of 
Alberta Professor Linda Rubin. 

She also opened up a rehearsal to 
the general public during the Feats 
Festival, supplying the audience 
with a written dance score in the 
program, mapping such tasks as 
“the dancers are going to move from 
left to right in a grid-like formation,” 
so the audience could follow along 
to what the dancers were working 
on. 

“The dancers did the score, we 
talked about it—what worked, what 
didn’t work, and then they did the 
score again and the audience was so 
into it, because they could follow!” 
KO says. 

“My poor mom, who has been 
coming to modern dance for like 20 
years, she was like ‘Kathy I got it!’ of 
course realizing there's nothing to 
get, besides the experience. But 
because her mind could follow 
along in a linear way, she was 
allowed in to experiencing it. It was 
so exciting!”

KO’s show Experiments in Ether 
(and other curiosities) is a multimedia 
culmination of this creative percep- 
tion-based process; with footage of 
the rehearsal process and dancers’ 
diaries about their experiences 
alongside the live performance of 
the work—a kind of reality dance 
show if you will—although not 
exactly of the So You Think You Can 
Dance variety. 

“This is an experiment to see if 
people that are non-dancers can 
actually get an entry point. I’ve not 
completely surrendered to the fact 
that modern dance is completely 
obscure and no one will ever like it,” 
KO says laughing. 

In fact, she explains that it wasn’t 
dancers that most took to Daria 
Fain’s experimental work in NYC. 
Amongst those hailing it were neu- 
roscientists, psychotics in psych 
wards, and architects. 

“Dancers have been brainwashed 
into aesthetics, to what it looks like. 
We get hypnotized by ‘beautiful’— 
whatever that is—‘imagery,’ and the 
objectification of the body, in my 
opinion, versus what is actually 
experienced by the body. “Dancers 
kind of write it off, while other peo- 
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ple, not as trained in looking for that 
outward form, are more open to 
what's actually happening.”

that’s my main inspiration these 
days,” Tim Rechner asserts. The 
Edmonton-based artist has been 
pursuing an intense path of creation 
in the past couple years, relying on 
the disciplines of repetition, spon- 
taneity, and physicality that have 
also been significant cornerstones of 
the practices of 20th century abstract 
expressionists and the graffiti artists 
that emerged later on. 

The evolution of Rechner’s shows 
has been interesting over the past 
few years. He acknowledges that 
they are functioning less and less 
like arrangements of paintings and 
drawings and more like installations 
with every new gallery space he fills. 
He immerses himself in production 
of the work—largely gestural draw- 
ings spiked with image and textual 
collage elements pulled from vari- 
ous publications and textural, thick, 
abstract paintings—then immerses 
his audiences in the final product: a 
wall-to-wall, floor-to-ceiling orgy of

Rechner-ism; of riotous colour, line, 
and texture. Unruly, turbulent, vis- 
ceral—Rechner’s work is devoid of 
narrative but heavy on physical 
presence and process, with popular 
culture elements invoked but emp- 
tied of context with the collage frag- 
ments. 

His aforementioned influences are 
present and obvious, both through 
his artist statement and within the 
work, but he hopes that he is adding 
to the canon rather than re-plowing 
an already-deep deep furrow. “I've 
worked with those sources through- 
out the years, but [the work] is more 
than those sources,” he explains 
“Lately I’ve been really looking at art 
from the pre-conscious, the people 
under five. There's spontaneity, 
sureness, confidence of line, colour, 
aesthetic decisions. For seven or 
eight years I wasn’t even close to 
that mindset, but to me, it’s the 
purest, truest mode of expression for 
what I want to express.” 

Rechner is well known in the local 
arts community as both a practition- 
er and a facilitator. An outspoken 
advocate for the arts and a promi- 
nent member of ArtsHab, a collec- 
tive of artists of various stripes who 
have a mixed working /living space 
and gallery in the heart of down-

GUY PEARCE ON 
THE SEARING 
REALITY OF AN 
AUSTRALIAN 
WESTERN 


ilmgoers have been waiting a while for a really 
F- Western. In the 15 or so years since Clint 
Eastwood's Unforgiven tendered a troubling, 
nightmarish vision of the gunfighter legend, the 
Western genre has been co-opted by mismatched 
buddy movies (Wild Wild West, Shanghai Knights) 
that revel in ridiculous anachronism and slapstick. 
The prospect of a Western scripted by brooding 
musical icon Nick Cave that transplants the form to 
the untamed Australian outback bodes well for a re- 
invention both thoughtful and quite probably brutal. 
To Guy Pearce, the term “Western” applies to one 
kind of film only, wherein the good guys wear white 
hats, the bad guys are all in black, and the cowhands 
wrangle cattle on the lone prairie. Nevertheless, John 
Hillcoat’s The Proposition, in which Pearce stars 
with Ray Winstone, Emily Watson, and John Hurt, is 
something else entirely—not just relative to the west- 
ern genre, but as a challenge to Australia’s cherished 
myths about how the nation was founded 
“John’s initial thought was ‘I want to make a 
Western set in Australia, | want to take the idea of a 
Western and look at it in an Australian environment.’ 
“But to me, as soon as it lands in Australia it's not 


a Western anymore,” Pearce says from his home in 


Melbourne. “I've spent 38 years of my life believing 
Westerns to be American guys on American horses 
in America speaking in American accents and think- 
ing like Americans, so I find it really hard to associ- 
ate it with Australia and with this film.” 


SHADES-OF-GRAY HATS 

The Proposition certainly lacks the white hats vs. 
black hats dualism of the standard Western. Rather, 
Cave's script has the quality of a biblical parable in 
its tale of family loyalty, betrayal, and redemption 
that’s consistent with the brooding musician's dark ~ 
balladry. 

Pearce plays Charlie Burns, an Irish bushrang- 
er—the outback equivalent of the Western outlaw—in 
1880s Queensland, arrested with his younger brother 
Mike for the murder of colonialist family as apee 
by his older brother Arthur's gang.

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Mike will be hanged for the crime. The film follows 
Charlie's quest into the desert to find Arthur and his 
struggle with his charge, but it also dwells on Captain 
Stanley's turmoil over the morality and justice of 
the means he employs to bring “civilization” to the 
outback 

“| think this movie goes beyond who's the good guy 
and who's the bad guy. It’s a little narrow looking at 
the world that way,” Pearce says. “I think all the char- 
acters are very human. They're people just trying to 
survive in a horrendous environment at a horrendous 
time the best way they know how, and their threshold 
for violence and pain is a lot different from what a lot 
of us in modern society can know. So what they'll do 
and where they'll go to do it—that’s what takes it away 


from a typical western scenario.” 


TIE ME GENOCIDE DOWN, SPORT 
Pearce says Cave's script and Hillcoat’s vision for its 
execution focused on evoking the harsh reality of 
life in the Australian wilderness at the end of the 19" 
Century as authentically as possible. That meant pre 
senting in unflinching terms the brutal subjugation of 
indigenous Australians—and their resulting brutality | 
toward white settlers and each other—as honestly as 
possible, Pearce says. This dimension of the film has 
stirred some controversy at home 

“Similarly to other countries, we're brought up on a 
fairly whitewashed history of the evolution of white 
society here in Australia,” Pearce says. “When you 


start dealing with aboriginal violence, it either makes

“The response was pretty tumultuous, but generally 
I think people were kind of relieved to finally to see 
something that feels very real, as opposed to the other 
bushranger films being made that often feel white 
washed and romanticized.” 

Hillcoat’s adherence to authenticity in The Propo- 
sition didn’t end with its depiction of indigenous 
peoples. The facades of entire frontier town were 
built in the blazing desert of northwestern Australia 
and the cast wore heavy, constrictive period costumes 
hand-made to be authentic down to their wooden 
buttons. Pearce says that at times—amidst the soaring 
daytime temperatures, voracious flies, and periodic 
dust storms—the agony captured on film wasn't 
always acting. 

“It really informed how you would move and how 
you would be in that environment. We didn’t have to 
work too hard trying to imagine it,” he says. “But you 
kind of got used it. It was kind of weird: at night time 
we'd go back to the funny little motel we were staying 
in and you'd wash off all the grit and grime and put 
some clean clothes on, and | always found myself 
putting on a long sleeve sweatshirt, even though it 
was still 30-something degrees. It felt like it was cold, 
‘because it was 48 during the ba 


NOT YOUR BUGS BUNNY VIOLENCE 
Pearce isn't sure whether the pains taken to make the 
world of The Proposition convincing will be lost on 
North American audiences, and it's not just a matter 
of whether the story and themes are too specifically 
Australian. The film subverts the viewers’ expecta- 
tions of the characters, confronts them with a hazy 
moral landscape, and renders its explosive, graphic 
violence devoid of the cathartic thrill consumers of 
brutal entertainment favour. It may make The Propo- 
sition offputting to some movie-goers, Peare says.

Remarkable Proposition a potent non-Western

GUY PEARCE INSISTS THAT THE 

Proposition, John Hillcoat’s film 

about blood ties and betrayal set 

against the scorching backdrop of 
the Australian outback in the 1880s, 
is not a Western. 

But it’s much more relevant to 
note that The Proposition is not a 
summer movie. For those of us sick 
of cutesy anthropomorphic anima- 

tions, by-the-numbers action flicks, 
comedies for the taste-impaired, and 
wooden superhero sagas, this 
should come as welcome news. 
Certainly, The Proposition is not 
what it appears to be at the start, 
conflating gritty frontier realism 
with sensitive ensemble drama, 
bludgeoning violence with stunning, 
meditative landscape cinematogra- 
phy, and novelistic depth with a 
story that could have as easily been 


told in two dimensions. 

Pearce portrays Charlie Burns, an 
Irish deportee who, along with his 
brother Mike, is arrested for the 
slaughter of a colonialist family in 
1880s Queensland. Captain Stanley 
(Ray Winstone), imposing chief of 
the territorial police, offers Charlie 
the titular proposition—if Charlie 
can find and kill his older brother 

Arthur (Danny Huston), the true 
perpetrator of the homestead 
atrocity, Charlie and the fragile 
Mike will be set free. If Charlie fails, 
Mike will hang for the crime on 
Christmas Day. 

Burdened by family loyalty and 
haunted by the barbarism of his 
older brother's crimes, Charlie ven- 
tures into the dangerous and unfor- 
giving desert where he confounds a 
crapulent bounty hunter (John Hurt) 
and, before long, is run through with 
a spear from the hand of a hostile 
indigenous Australian. Rescued 
by Arthur's gang and nursed to 
health, Charlie becomes even more 
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conflicted about turning against his 
own kin. 

But he’s not the only one witha 
lot on his mind. However much he 
wishes to bring civilization to the 
outback, Captain Stanley is a haunt- 
ed man deeply troubled by the evil 
that men do and the evil that he 
must do to keep those men in check. 
Surrounded by scrofulous subordi- 

nates who seem as coarse and cruel 
as the criminals they chase, Stanley 
struggles in vain to insulate his 
beloved wife Martha (Emily Wat- 
son) from the harsh realities of their 
new homeland. Failing that, he tries 
to protect Mike Burns, who he 
knows to be innocent, from the 
bloodthirsty calls for retribution 
from the local gentry, with about as 
much success. 

Sergio Leone described one of his 
great Westers as an opera of vio- 
lence, and The Proposition partakes of 
a similarly grandiose feel, though 
the characters in Nick Cave’s screen- 
play are far from Leone's quasi- 
mythical cowboy archetypes. 

There is the sense that not just 
lives, but souls are at stake in the 
deadly deal struck between Captain 
Stanley and Charlie Burns. Hillcoat, 
whose feature filmography is vastly 
outweighed by his resume as a 
music video director, displays 
remarkable formal reserve, eschew- 
ing flashy technique for precise, 
telling detail and an uneasy, stifling 
stillness between the bursts of vio- 
lence that punctuate the tale. 

Hillcoat also gets the best out of a 
great cast of character actors, with 
Winstone’s afflicted Captain Stanley 
an unexpectedly sympathetic figure. 
Cave's spare, eerie soundtrack, com- 
posed with Warren Ellis, is just 
about perfect, especially if you like 
Nick Cave. 

Whether or not it strictly fits any 
generic specifications, The Proposition 
is a film of almost hallucinatory 
intensity and vast moral scope 
which could easily hold its own 
alongside memorable revisionist 
oaters like Monte Hellman’s The 
Shooting, Robert Altman’s McCabe 
and Mrs. Miller, and Clint East- 
wood’s Unforgiven, Just don’t go call- 
ing ita Western.

Script kryptonite saps engaging film’s strength

WE LOVE THE HOLLYWOOD FANTASY 
of airbrushed stars, extravagant 
lifestyles and all that glamour. We 
love even more knowing that it’s a 
sham: underneath all the perfection, 
there’s only Spanx and silicone. The 
seedy side of old Los Angeles is 
ample fodder for modern movies, 
from Chinatown to L.A. Confidential. 
The combination of glamour, 
greed, deception, and crime is seem- 
ingly irresistible: with Hollywoodland, 
former TV director Allen Coulter's 
(Sex and the City, The Sopranos) fea- 
ture debut, we scrutinize the life and 
death of a great American icon: 
George Reeves (Ben Affleck), the 
1950's TV Superman. Reeves died 
from a self-inflicted gunshot wound 
in 1959, an incident that seems 
peripheral to the life of Louis Simo 
(Adrien Brody), a down and out pri- 
vate detective, until a tip leads him 





role, and it looks like smooth sail- 
ing—even Toni’s husband approves 
of the situation. But eventually ambi- 
tion and jealousy begin to fog the 
way. 

The original title for Hollywoodland 
was Truth, Justice and the American 
Way, and indeed the film labours to 
show the connection between the 
American’s unconscious desires and 
the dream factory that sublimates 
those desires into images. Superman 
is the penultimate symbol of mas- 
culinity: the father, the hero, the 
lover. Reeves as Superman symbol- 
izes the failure of that masculinity: 
his muscles are fake, his relation- 
ships illicit, and his morality ques- 
tionable. Away from the camera’s 
gaze, he comes thudding to the 
ground. Simo’s son reacts strongly to 
Reeves’ suicide, but Simo is unable 
to console him haps as a result 
of his own father’s failure to protect 
him as a child? 

Unfortunately, this juxtaposition 
is awkward. The entire Simo story- 
line seems to be written only to 


Reeves as Superman symbolizes

straight into the world of Holly- 
wood power brokers, their thugs, 
and their women. As in the other 
films, L.A. is depicted as a city of 
appearances: even the losers and 
petty crooks of Simo’s world are 
pumping iron, mugging for the cam- 
eras, jockeying for fame. 

Simo has problems of his own—a 
separation from his wife (Molly 
Parker) and a young son brooding 
and troubled after news of Super- 
man’s demise hits the streets. But 
hungry for headlines (the only way 
to goad police into action, apparent- 
ly), Simo picks up the Reeves case. 
Through flashbacks, we learn that 
Reeves’ career was on the skids until 
he meets Toni Mannix (Diane Lane), 
the wife of MGM honcho Eddie 
Mannix (Bob Hoskins). The two fall 
in love, Reeves lands the Superman 


uncover the supposed facts of the 
Reeves case, and the film is so much 
less interesting for it. While the 
whole conspiracy theory is quite 
exciting, Hollywoodland is no L.A. 
Confidential. The effort to knit the 
pieces together is too visible, and 
wastes a lot of time establishing 
Simo’s character as an amoral loser, 
only to brush it aside for what 
should be the rich, meaty bits with 
the real stars. But neither do they get 
their due, which is a shame consid- 
ering how strong the casting is in 
that area. Affleck had gotten won- 
derfully doughy for his role, and 
Lane is a chameleon—a gamine one 
minute, an aging housewife the next. 
And hidden gem Robin Tunney as 
Reeves’ gold-digging fiancée is a 
waste, too.

Wicker Man: Cage says yes, LaBute says no 





THE WICKER MAN 
Directed by Neil LaBute, Starring Nicholas

THERE’S NOTHING INHERENTLY 
wrong with remakes, but entrusting 
misanthrope Neil LaBute with 
directing a new take on an old 
British cult flick, which, to tell the 
truth, is better remembered than 
actually viewed, is like putting a 
Ming vase in the hands of a chimp. 

Not much of an artist with the 
camera—and some would say not 
much of artist, period—LaBute has 
stripped the original of, well, its orig- 
inality, in order to advance the idea 
that matriarchal societies are at least 
as bloodthirsty as patriarchal ones— 
if not much more so. 

The clumsy manner in which this 
notion is delivered will no doubt 
cement suggestions of LaBute’s 
misogyny, and, more to the point, 
waste nearly two hours of your time. 
It doesn’t matter if you're fascinated 
by paganism, or if you're a Nicholas 
Cage fanatic, or even if you're a 
completely undiscerning cineaste. 
Doesn't even matter if you're fans of 
poorly executed horror movies; you 
will be asking for your time and 
money back. Here’s why. 

Nicholas Cage portrays highway 
patrol officer Ed, who after being 
involved ina seemingly fatal colli- 
sion, is contacted by his long lost 
fiancée with regards to her daughter 
having gone missing, and could he, 
please, take his time off from the 
force to play detective and find the 


missing child. 

The catch is that the prodigal 
daughter apparently was last spot- 
ted ona private island belonging to 
a matriarchal pagan society located 
in the Puget Sound. Not to mention 
miles, and miles away from Ed’s 

Of course, being a representative 
of the patriarchy and its notions of 
chivalry, Ed manages to bribe his 
way into the isolated, isolationist 
community, arriving just in time for 
the harvest festival. Once there, he 
sees fit to abandon all notions of 


common courtesy and civility, tram- 
pling across the beliefs and customs 
of people he doesn’t even attempt to 
understand with all the sensitivity of 
the Achaeans during the siege of 
Troy. All the while ignoring the 
clues strewn about him as to what's 
actually going on. 

So it’s not long before constable 
Ed is reduced to manically running 
around threatening people, gun in 
hand, scaring the children, and kick- 
ing the most estrogen-empowered 
pagans in the face. His fate is as well- 
deserved as it is late. 

Now, the original Wicker Man— 
which some horror-movie fans 
would not even classify as suach— 
was a bizarre combination of occult 
thriller, musical, and erotic folklore 
drama, which at least attempted to 
illustrate the difference between 
dogmatic Christianity and neo- 
pagan beliefs. Director LaBute’s 
modus operandi, on the other hand, 
seems to consist of provoking audi- 
ences just for the hell of it, not just by 
simply drawing attention to a con- 
troversial issue but by rubbing the 
audience's nose in it for the duration 
of the production. (Those among 
you who doubt that should rent 
LaBute’s directorial debut, In the 
Company of Men). His feeble grasp of 
the subject presents no obstacle; spir- 
ituality and gender issues simply 
boil down to who's in control, as if 
power was the only aspect. So, boys 
are stupid, eh? Throw rocks at them. 
Better yet, roast them alive. 

The most astonishing aspect of 
LaBute’s craft is the amount of talent 
he’s managed to involve in this 
future candidate for Mystery Science 
Theatre 3000, Nicholas Cage's 
involvement perhaps being the least 
surprising. Part of Cage's appeal 
does after all stem from his apparent 
inability to reject any script or idea 
he's proffered, no matter how ridicu- 
lous.

AT ONE TIME, HIROSHI TESHIGAHARA 
was among, the best-known Japan- 

ese directors in the world. But in the 
last few decades, his work has fallen 


into semi-obscurity, which is strange 


not only because his films are damn 
good, nay great, but also because of 
how accessible they are to western 
audiences, and how heavily indebt- 
ed to western styles 

3ut that’s just one more reason to 
make sure to catch the restored 
prints of three of his films Metro 
Cinema is showing this weekend (a 
truncated version of a retrospective 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music 
hosted earlier this year) 

First up is The Pitfall (&&*&&&; 
Sep 10,9 pm; Sep 11,7 pm), the first 


of four collaborations between 
Teshigahara, Japanese surrealist 
novelist Kobo Abe, and composer 
Toru Takemitsu.

Eventually they're sum- 
moned to a work site where they're 
promised a job, only to find an aban- 
doned ghost town. From there 
things start to get mighty weird. 

The ghost town, it turns out, really 
is a ghost town, inhabited by the 
souls of miners killed in a mine col- 
lapse, doomed to a Sisyphean after- 
life of endless work, labouring in 
whatever condition they were in 
when they died (a man who died 
hungry will be hungry forever, a 
man who broke his neck in the col- 
lapse walks around with his head

permanently kinked to one side). 

The film delves expertly into sur- 
realism, socialist politics, and pulpy 
detective noir, all while remaining 
firmly grounded in the hardscrabble 
reality of life in post-war Japan. The 

Pitfall is full of literary and cinematic 
touchstones: a murder on a beach 
recalls Camus’ The Stranger, the lan- 
guorous pace is reminiscent of Anto- 
nioni’s L’Avventura, and the detec- 
tive story woven throughout, a mur- 
der mystery involving miners, union 
bosses, and the police, seems straight 
out of Kurosawa’s Stray Dog, anoth- 
er post-war Japanese film about the 
social costs of rapid industrialization 
and corporate greed. 

A thrillingly unusual (to Western 
audiences, at least) conflation of 
detective story, black comedy, ghost 
story, and social allegory, The Pitfall 


ROBERTO ATHAYDE 
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is an incredibly fully-realized first 
film. Any quibbles are trifling-the 
miner's son is forgotten for long 
periods of time, and seems only to 
exist as a cipher for the rapacity and 
greed Teshigahara sees undermin- 
ing Japanese society (the scene 
where the boy pulls apart a live frog 
for no reason is chilling, and the 
scene where he steals candy froma 
dead confectioner saddening). 
Composer Takemitsu’s spare 
musique concréte score, composed 
almost entirely of detuned piano 
plonks, plucked strings, junkyard 
percussion, and long stretches of 
silence, is also masterful, drawing 
the tension out almost unbearably. 


MULTIPLE GRAFTS 

Four years later Teshigahara 
made The Face of Another (44% 42; 
Sep 8 & 10,7 pm; Sep 9, 9 pm), 
which follows Okuyama (Tatsuya 
Nakadai), a young businessman 
whose face has been disfigured in an 
accident. Okuyama cuts a tragic but 
slightly comic figure, walking 
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around Tokyo ina suit and tie, brief- 
case in hand, his head completely 
obscured in gauze bandages, a ciga- 
rette dangling from his mouth-hole. 

His disfigurement has isolated 
from his wife, his work, and his soci- 
ety; he spends most of his time in 
solipsistic reflection, musing about 
what it means to be without a face, 
and effectively, without an identity. 
You want to feel sorry for him, but 
he’s allowed his accident to turn him 
into an angry, bitter man with a vio- 
lent temper and little consideration 
for others (or was he always that 
way?). 

His psychiatrist asks him if he 
wants to participate in an experi- 
mental new procedure: to fit a pros- 
thetic face, molded from the skin of 
another person, over his own ruined 
visage. When the procedure proves 
successful, Okuyama finds an apart- 
ment and begins to lead a new life, 
leading him back to the question his 
doctor asked of him when they first | 
discussed the procedure: will he use 
his new face to re-join society, or to 
escape from it? 

At the same time we follow a par- 
allel plot about a young woman 
(Miki Irie) whose face was disfig- 
ured in the atomic bombing of 
Nagasaki. Although the sub-plot 
sometimes seems grafted on, the 
very different ways the two deal 
with their similar predicaments is 
fascinating to watch unfold. 

Last, we have Antonio Gaudi 
(kkk Ki; Sep 8 & 11,9 pm; Sep 9,7 
pm), a very, very different piece of 
work. After 12 years’ absence from 
filmmaking, Teshigahara returned in 
1984 with his most esoteric filmyet. 
For 75 minutes, his camera lingers 
inside and outside the bizarrely 
resplendent creations of the Spanish 
architect Antonio Gaudi, whose 
strange and fabulous buildings are 


scattered all throughout Barcelona 
and the surrounding countryside. 





THAT BOOK IS PRINTED 

The film is almost completely 
wordless, accompanied only by 
Takemitsu’s score, an avant-garde 
rendering of Spanish folk songs that 
meshes perfectly with the other- 
worldly buildings Gaudi created. 
Gaudi was ostensibly of the Art 
Nouveau school, though his work is 
too singular and idiosyncratic to be 
nailed down to any particular style. 
Taking his inspiration from natural 
shapes, he created buildings that 
look like almost organic: gabled 
roofs like the shells of turtles, stair- 
cases like spinal columns, ornamen- 
tal arches hanging over cathedrals 
like growing masses of sea coral. His 
buildings are spectacular, maybe 
even too much so, since when you 
actually see people walking around 
in them they look completely incon- 


their surroundings (especially given 
the ‘80s fashions they’re wearing). 

The film closes with a shot of the 
La Sagrada Familia on the Barcelona 
waterfront. Probably Gaudi’s best 
known building (you'll know it 
when you see it), it was left unfin- 
ished due to the outbreak of the 
Spanish Civil War. At the end 
appears on screen what could be 
Gaudi’s epitaph: “Everything comes 
out of the Great Book of Nature. 
Human attainments are an already 
printed book.” Gaudi’s buildings are 
a testament to that belief. 

Since none of these great films are 
likely to be showing up at your local 
video store anytime soon, do your- 
self a favour and get out to see them 
this weekend.

meaty fists in the air. They're all excellently 
choreographed, utterly ridiculous, and guar- 
anteed to have you rolling on the floor in 
convulsions.

CRANK IS EXTREME. NO WATT... BETTER MAKE 
that XXXtreme, but only because we're half 
joking... kinda. 

Crank is a self-aware and cynical disser- 
tation that revels in the worst elements of the 
action genre. It’s very violent, crass, shallow, 
and dismissive of women. Characters aren't 
just stereotypes... they are the celluloid 
avatars of various archetypes. All real, 
human moments are kept to a minimum. 

The plot is tied together like a Gordian 
knot, for which the only solution is action. 
That knot must be solved by Chev Chelios 
(Jason Statham), injected with some kind of 
drug that makes him the human equivalent of 
bale in Speed. The only thing keeping him 
alive is a constant flow of adrenaline. He's 
got afew people to kill before he checks out, 
foo, and an air-head/pot-head girlfriend 
(Amy Smart) whom he has to save from the 


gangsters. 





There you go. If Chelios stops being a cat- 
alyst for non-stop action, he'll die. I's like a 
Greek hell designed by Michael Bay. Before 
the movie is done he'll drive a car through a 
mall, get himself shocked by a defibrillator, 
have sex in public, fall off a helicopter, and 
take many times more than the underground- 
doctor-recommended dose of epinephrine. 

I's wonderfully awtul peas isn’t 
smart enough to qualify as parody, but its 
not simply bad ciher. Crank is the kind of 
awful that the crowds who went to see 
Snakes on a Plane were hoping for. The kind 
of awtul that keeps you altemating between 
laughter and shocked, amused confusion. 
The kind of awful that | can’t help but enjoy. 

It's not just another journeyman action 
flick.

Nutrition for the culinary-impaired 


YOU KNOW THE FEELING: FACING A 
whole new semester, studies, classes, 
campus life. And every night, when 
you get back to your little dorm room 
or off-campus walk-up, there's no 
home-cooked meal waiting. Just your 
own neophyte cooking to tide you over 
until you've scrounged up enough 
money to splurge at Denny’s. 

Yet eating properly, cheaply, and 
tastily as a student doesn’t have to be a 
treadmill of drudgery and Ramen noo- 
dles 

At least not according to Stephanie 
Madill-Bertani, a community dietician 
with Edmonton’s Capital Health 
Region. 

The secret to good eating while at 
college or university, she says, is to 
learn how to avoid some key dietary 
pitfalls (learn to skip the fatty fast foods 
and salty /sugary snacks), keep in mind 
the importance of a balanced diet (as in 
trying to eat from all four food groups 
for as many meals as possible) as well 
as learning some easy culinary short- 
cuts like a handful of “quick and easy 
meals” that keeps your diet eclectic and

eating. But assemble a real kitchen for yourself 


affordable. 

For starters, the energetic dietician 
says it’s all about “jazzing up” your 
kitchen skills by having “at least five 
different meals you can cook instead of 
making mac and cheese all the time.” 

“We see kids eating more processed 
foods simply because it seems more 
simple than cooking and takes less 
time,” she says. “A good place to start 
is to brainstorm out ahead of time what 
meals you'd like to prepare and make 
sure you have all the ingredients on 
hand. Cooking with friend or swap- 
ping meals with them is a great way to 
easily add to cooking repertoire. I 
know it’s a busy life being in school, 
but making an effort and trying new 
things on a regular basis is a great way 
to learn how to cook.”

“There are ten tea- 
spoons of sugar in one bottle of pop 
alone. Remember that these are treats 
.and not everyday foods.” 

And quit downing litres of Jolt Cola 
for the quick energy boost. The best 
way to keep up your energy levels 
throughout the day is just to eat regu- 
larly, none of this, gorging/ fasting 
thing so many students seem to do. 

“Wake up a bit earlier and eat break- 
fast and don’t go too long without 
food. 

“One quick and tasty breakfast idea 
is to make smoothies with milk, frozen 
fruit and yogurt. Remember too to 
bring some food along when you go to 
school. And those Got Milk ads don’t 
lie: chocolate milk is a good food choice 
that feels like a treat.” 

Madill-Bertani says that coffee in 
moderation is more than acceptable. 
And learning to make café au lait at 
home (investing in a good coffeemaker 
and a thermos pays for itself ina 
semester) saves money as it increases 
dietary milk servings. 

Now get out there and study. 

But pack a Junch.

one knows is wrong—well, almost 
everyone. 

“There have been cases where stu- 
dents where have been caught pla- 
giarizing from the web. And they 
say, ‘Oh I couldn’t have, someone 
else wrote that paper for me...’. 
Hello?,” she laughs. 

One would think that with the 
proliferation of online “services” for 
students, such incidences might be 
getting harder to monitor. Au con- 
traire. 

“Believe it or not, it’s getting easi- 
er. If you can find a paper online that 
you can buy, your professor can find 
it online, too. What's difficult is 
when they're paying someone 
specifically to write a paper for 
them.” 

Nonetheless, even detection of the 
latter isn’t foolproof by any means— 
alarm bells will sound for any prof 
half paying attention when you sub- 
mit work bearing no semblance to 
the way you've written in the past. 

Another favourite method, says 
Eerkes, is forging a doctor’s note to 
get deferrals. “Not only is it forgery, 
it’s illegal, but you're gaining acade- 
mic advantage over the other stu- 
dent ‘ou get extra study time. 
People actually don’t think of this as 
academic dishonesty, but think 
about it: you're cheating to get extra 
time.” 

If you find yourself accused of 
cheating and you're innocent—and 
yes, yes, we know you didn’t do it— 
the University has many 
for the rights of the students. The 
Office of Student Judicial Affairs, in 

fact, is but the second last stop in line 
for offenders, and only the most 


egregious cases darken Eerkes’ door. 


Usually such matters are sniffed 
out by the instructor of the course in 
question, who then reports it to the 
dean of that particular faculty. If the 
dean decides that the offense 
warrants a sanction more severe 
than an F, the case is turned over to 
Eerkes, who thoroughly investigates 
before deciding what action, if any, 
will be taken. 

Finally, if the student still main- 
tains their innocence, they have a 
formal appeals board at their dispos- 
al. That's just at the collegiate level— 
failing an appeal, the student can 


always hire a lawyer and tum to the 
courts. 

Not that it’s likely to get that far. 
Eerkes says that out of an approxi- 
mate population of 37,000 students, 
she only deals with about 100-150 a 
year. And yes, some do get away 
with it, only to be caught on a repeat 
offense. The important thing to note 
is that from the classroom to Eerke’s 
department, they've seen it all and 
heard it all before. 

“Sometimes it’s just stupidity,” 
she laughs. “They’re not very good 
at the subterfuge.”

CRITERIA 

The beers were selected based, 
price and popularity. They’re all 
cheap (prices quoted are for a six- 
pack at Tops Liquor, 10768 Whyte 
Ave.), and we've all gone to town 
with a few of these brews, or a lot of 
them, in the past. The question is, 
how do they stack up? From worst 
to winner, 


THE DRINKS 
Mountain Crest Lager ($7.50) 

You know, damngoodbeer.ca? 
Yeah, well, not exactly. Worst of the 
bunch, by far. But for barely more 
than a dollar a can, what do you 
expect? 

SCOTT: It smells like empties and 
tastes like sucking on a penny 
Tastes like how shitty you're going 
to feel the next day. 

ROXY: Dry, crisp astringent, 
sweet and corny smell. Lots of 
diacetyl. Totally unbalanced. Drink 
this one cold and fast, if you have to 


drink it at all. Tastes like it was made 


with unfiltered water. 
MIKE: Sweet initial taste, light, 
dry aftertaste, little carbonation 
Bitter flat aftertaste kills sweet ini- 
tial flavour. 


Molson Canadian Lager ($10.99) 

Representing our home and 
native land? A damn sight better 
than Mountain Crest, but that’s not 
saying much—not much at all. 

SCOTT: Makes me want to flatten 
a phone booth, then go for a hand- 
stand on the hood of a cop car. But 
maybe that’s just me. 

ROXY: Sweeter than Kokanee but 
lingers on the tongue. Hits at the 
very end. Pretty tasteless, overall. 

MIKE: Less carbonation, nice tex- 
ture, full body, competition between 
sweet and sour flavors kills any ini- 
tial potential. 
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Kokanee Ale ($10.99) 

Maybe it tastes better in B.C 

SCOTT: It would be refreshing on 
a hot day, but only your sinuses 
would know you were drinking 
beer... good belches though. You'll 
really be able to impress your 
friends. 

ROXY: Clean nose, light com 
smell A hot day lawnmower beer. 

MIKE: Starchy. Bigger head, more 
carbonation at first, but doesn’t 
maintain it. Bland, neutral taste 
and flavour. No surprises. The final 
taste delivers what the first taste 
promises. 





Rickard’s Red Ale ($12.99) 

According to Roxy, one of those 
faux-microbrews that coasts on its 
good looks. Don’t believe the hype! 

SCOTT: Smells like Canadian. The 
red colour is a bit of a hoax, as the 
beer has very little flavour to remark 
on. Pretty thin for an ale 

ROXY: Light fruitiness, medium 
body. It leaves a lingering powdery 
dryness, like your whole mouth is 
covered with sand 

MIKE: Strong, full aroma, short 
lasting taste, very dry aftertaste 
Basically Canadian with food 
colouring.

Pekoe Tea left sitting out over night, 
with some vodka poured into it. 
Seriously. Finished very dry, border- 
line astringent. Some toasted malt in 
flavour. 

MIKE: Subtle aroma, consistent 
taste, strong, heavy flavour, with a 
light honey taste

SCOTT: Way nicer than 
Sleeman’s. More subtle, lighter bod- 
ied. It'd be good with chicken wings 
and definitely in sweet potato soup. 

ROXY: Well-balanced, ends very 
clean but with some taste. Good, 
easy drinking beer. 

MIKE: Complex aroma with 
honey, light, easy drinking, crisp, , 
fruity aftertaste. Lasting flavour! 


Alley Kat Charlie Flint’s Original 
Lager ($12.99) 

A local contender, and by unani- 
mous consensus, the best. 

SCOTT: Herbal hop flavour, 
almost like high-quality weed. I find 
Alley Kats all have a similar strong 





hoppy character, floral and aromatic. 
But they finish well. I could drink a 
bunch of it. 

ROXY: Extremely well-balanced 
in aroma and flavour, herbal taste, 
promises what it delivers. And 
delivers with crisp, not dry finish. 

MIKE: Light, not overpowering, 
herbal taste 


CONCLUSIONS 

After all the commercial beers 
were brought out, Roxy tabled a big 
pitcher of mystery beer. A little wary 
(hey, nobody knew this guy) our 
panel poured their glasses full and 
sipped tentatively. Trepidation 
turned to delight as the mystery beer 
was by far the winner. 

“It’s a homebrew,” says Roxy. “If 
you've got the time and you're will- 
ing to doit, it’s the cheapest, less 
than 50 cents a bottle. Even a kit beer 
can set you up with something really 
nice.”

As a 
member of the Pitchfork writing staff, 
I delivered a scathing review of 
Atmosphere’s Seven's Travels that 
implied that his lyrics “threaten 
Dashboard Confessional’s Chris 
Carrabba for the title of the King of 
the Self-Important Youth.” Call it 
tough love, then. Rapper Slug (born 
Sean Daley) is one of the most 
important figures in underground 
rap history, based on co-helming a 
successful imprint (Rhymesayers 
Entertainment), writing a definitive 
and influential album (Lucy Ford), 
and establishing powerful connec- 
tions (Atmosphere is the first rap

group to be distributed by Epitaph 
Records) in a genre of music known 
for musical failures and poor busi- 
ness acumen. So why is he the suc- 
cessful one? 

“I’m nice to people. I'm very cau- 
tious about who I’m an asshole to. 
That stems more from neurosis than 
anything else. I’m fucking blessed to 
be in the position that I’ve been in.” 


{LOVED LUCY 

When describing the career of 
Slug and producer Ant (which spans 
more than a decade), many have 
been obliged to create a dismissive 
sub-genre called “emo-rap” that 
paints its topical progress on unre- 
quited love, childhood alienation, 
and a penchant for emotive lyrical 
delivery. While this is true to a cer- 
tain extent, the thing that made a 
star out of Slug is a minor sense of 
mythology over a particular charac- 
terization named “Lucy”. 

“{Lucy] was a gitl | was with for 
seven years. She became kinda infa- 
mous in my city. She has a band 
now and she makes a bunch of 
answer songs [to mine about her]. 
Even though we are separated, here

ASLUG’S LIFE 

While many of Slug’s fans are 
unfamiliar with the fact that there is 
more than one person involved in 
the Atmosphere project (Mr. Dibbs 
also serves as their sporadic touring 
DJ), that doesn’t mean that Slug has 
ever considered leaving his long- 
time partner for greener, more self- 
interested pastures 

“I’ve done a lot of stuff with a lot 
of people and I've never felt as com- 
fortable in any of it as what I’ve had 
with Ant. We're kinda like the same 
person, we grew up very similar, we 
might as well have had the same 
dad. A lot of that lends to why our 
friendship works. I would never 
include outside production on an 
Atmosphere record again.” 

So loyal, Slug is quite a guy. Even 
though I’ve previously insulted him 
and, in a roundabout way, fucked 
with his money by giving hima 
poor review in an influential publi- 
cation, he still found time to compli- 
ment my music as “for the advanced 
listene 1] don’t mean that ina 
funny Anucon way.” So he’s right 
about being nice. I just hope I’m 
wrong in remembering how nice 
guys finish.

Aboriginal group brings hip-hop to a new level

THIS WEEKEND MARKS A HUGE 
turning point for E nton’s bur- 
geoning Aboriginal hip-hop scene. 
It’s the video premiere for Edmon- 
ton’s own ReddNation, as well as 
the CD release party for Now or 
Never, the latest album on group 
founder Darren Brule’s own Redd 
Roce Records. 

“The [video] director was this guy 
named Jim Morrison.” Brule laughs 
at the coincidence: “I guess he faked 
his death so he could make native 
hip-hop videos.” 

Though the group is comprised of 
Aboriginal members, to call them 
native hip-hop wouldn't be entirely 
accurate. ReddNation strives to be a 
hip-hop band first and foremost, 
acknowledging their culture, but 
consciously choosing to let it inform, 
not define them. 

Now or Never finds the group in 
top form, with a slicker production 
that wouldn’t sound out of place at 
the club, or booming out of a car 
stereo. 

“Being a producer, | try to follow 
what the top producers are doing, 
both in terms of marketing as well as 
how the beats are made. I generally 
don't listen to lyrics,” admits Brule, 
producer and founder of ReddNa- 


tion. The admission seems strange 
considering the dynamic interplay 
between the group’s own lyricists 
and Bnule’s beats, performed under 
the moniker Ill Logikal. 

“4m native hip-hop there's general- 
ly a lot of political themes through-

out the music,” explains Brule. 
“Groups talk about social issues or 
historical issues that affect our cul- 
ture—historical and social issues, as 
well as. addiction and everything 
else. We touched on that in [2004's] 
Unstoppable.” 

The group found themselves 
unsatisfied with the persistent 
pigeonholing of native hip-hop, 
from outside the community as well 
as within. Instead of lamenting 
social issues, the group chose to take 
a more positive role. 

“We wanted to make something 
that people would want to dance to, 
listen to and enjoy. And it’s not that 


thet-yhe that gusdes 
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The new solo album from one of the Uamistakable 
voices of our time -Jim Cuddy of Blue Rodeo.

there’s anything wrong with those 
themes, we just want to show that 
we are native but we're not relying 
on that at all. The music speaks for 
itself.” Brule points to the band’s 
recent nomination in three categories 
for the 2006 Aboriginal People’s 
Choice Music Awards as further 
proof of the band’s increased accessi- 
bility, due in no small part to their 
different approach. 

Native hip-hop grew out of the 
feeling of kinship felt by many abo- 
riginal youth when listening to the 
detailed storytelling of life in Ameri- 
can poor urban areas and ghettos. 

“Native youth can definitely relate 
to urban black youth,” explains 
Chris Ross of RezX Promotions, a 
nomadic production company that 
has recently taken up roots in 
Edmonton also involved in setting 
up the event. 

“The reservations are like the 
ghettos in many ways. In fact, a lot 
of people call the inner city the ‘inner 
rez,’ or the ‘urban rez.’ The differ- 
ence being that there are a lot more 
people around.” 

But Ross is quick to point out the 
chance for hip-hop to be a vehicle for 
positive change among native youth, 
as well as being a positive way to 
channel their frustrations into an art 
form. “Native hip-hop is undergoing 
a change, and it’s definitely getting 
bigger and bigger,” enthuses Ross. 
“I's becoming more about creating

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change as well as expressing indi- 
viduality.” 

The night could go a long way to 
legitimize a growing community in 
Edmonton in the eyes many who 
didn’t know something so vibrant 
was taking place in their own city. 

“It’s a night of Aboriginal hip-hop 
acts all under the same roof, show- 
ing everyone how far they've taken 
the game,” he explains. 

“That's what we're trying to do,” 
Brule agrees. “We want to get our 
name into the same sentence as Kar- 
dinal Offishal or Swollen Members.” 

A major sign of increased expo- 
sure is Reddnation’s video premiere 
that will be taking place on the 
same night, for Now or Never's lead 


cut, “Fabulous.” 

While the concept and content 
varied greatly from what was initial- 
ly conceived, the group was able 
to keep certain ideas intact, even 
as time and resources began to 
dwindle. 

“We did some shooting around 
the city, then we rented out Fever 
Nightclub and shot the rest of it 
there. We didn’t want to be shown 
out on the reserve or anywhere else 
doing something that you'd imme- 
diately expect when you hear the 
words ‘native hip-hop.’ We wanted 
to be shown having fun—Aboriginal 
people do to go clubs too,” con- 
cludes Brule with a laugh.

Muting Mara’s keyboards hugely 
deprives the Feminists’ music of its power. 
Her riffs drive the sound in collaboration with 
the guitar, propelling the vintage glam- 
nuanced rock they dole out, like Spoon- 
meets-Low-era Bowie. 

"The piano was an original rock instru- 
ment,” Mara points out. Chuck Berry, Jerry 
Lee Lewis—piano was part of the sound of 
rock ‘n’ roll, It's not a ‘resurgence’—rock 
started out with piano.” 

They aren't simply in love with the instru- 
mentation of early rock. The Feminists vener- 
ate the energy, classifying themselves as a 
“live band. We even record live. We're 
going on tour to finish off She Could Be and 
practice the new record.” (She Could Be was 
released in their hometown last year, but 
hasn't been formally introduced to the rest of 
Canada yet—a situation The Feminists hope 











to remedy by playing shows from Victoria to 

Montreal throughout the next few weeks.) 
"We'd like to use the tour as an incubo- 
fion for these new songs and really focus on 
the songs and arrangements,” Mara 
explains.

WHEN DONALD RAY JOHNSON TAKES THE 
stage all next week (Sept 11-16) at the Blues 
On Whyte pub (10329-82 Ave.), he'll be 
bringing ih him over 40 years experience 
as a professional musician. 

A familiar name in these parts since relo- 
cating to Calgary in the ‘80s, Johnson began 
his career as a drummer in the early ‘60s 
after being introduced to the traps by his 
high ber ela in Bryan, Texas. 

Shortly thereafter he was working profes- 
sionally with Nat Dove, Joe Daniels, and 
Lavernis Thurman. He won a Grammy 
in 1979 [as a member of A Taste of Honey] 
and has taken trophies as Best Vocalist and 
Best Drummer from Real Blues Magazine 
and the Toronto Blues Society, respectively. 

His smooth, rich vocal delivery can be 
heard on the four recordings he’s released 
under his own name and he's often seen on 
the drum throne behind the likes of Phillip 
Walker and Maurice John Vaughn when 
they pass through the province, adding his 
deh touch and mellow voice. 

Travelin’ Man, which receives its official 
launch on September 15th and 16th, finds 
Johnson concentrating on his talents as a 
vocalist, only drumming on four of the disc’s 
12 tracks. 

“I'm moving away from the drums, my 
preference is to sing now,” explains Johnson. 
“| wanted to sing a lot of diferent styles of 
blues, to let the people hear me do some- 
thing different. It was a fun album to make 
but it took a long time. | started on it last 
spring and just finished it a few weeks ago.” 

Travelin’ Man reflects not only the breadth

Edmon- 
ton’s PJ Perry provides some great alto sax 
accents on Johnnie Taylor's “Last Two Dol- 
lars,” while Gib Monks’ baritone and: tenor 
are heard on a pair of cuts. 

In all, it's very satisfying listen, varied 
and accomplished, with balance, dynamic 
range, and enough bite to keep you coming 
back for more.

Fame came to The Band in the 
shape of a thin man from Duluth, 
Minnesota. The years spent as Bob 
Dylan’s backing hand were educa- 
tional for everyone involved. The 
Band shacked up with Dylan near 
Woodstock, in Big Pink, the house 
where the now legendary “Base- 
ment Tapes” were recorded. That's 
where “This Wheel’s On Fire,” “I 
Shall Be Released,” “The Weight,” 
and other classic songs were born. 
The house also lent its name to The 
Band’s first album. 


ACROSS THE GREAT DIVIDE 

But the albums were finished else- 
where. “The Band” was recorded in 
its entirety on the West Coast, ina 
Hollywood Hills house that had 
once belonged to entertainer Sammy 
Davis Jr. 

In this rich man’s nest, recast as a 
recording studio, The Band man- 
aged to create music that sounded as 
though it originated from an old, 
rickety shack somewhere along the 
road between West Helena and 
Fayetteville. 

It's an album that clearly exempli- 
fies how musical teamwork really 
works: everyone in The Band 
exchanged instruments throughout

to achieve the best results, lending 
the recordings an easygoing, com- 
fortable character. Levon Helm, one 
of rock’s most relaxed drummers, 
handed over his sticks to pianist 
Richard Manuel without an inkling 
of doubt for “Rag, Mama Rag,” in 
order to play the mandolin himself. 

This playfulness and versatility 
was undoubtedly one of The Band's 
greatest assets—even though the 
compositional responsibilities rested 
firmly in Robbie Robertson’s tight 
grip—and it aided the American 
Flower Power generation in discov- 
ering its traditional roots; undeni- 
ably an impressive achievement for 
four Canadians and a farm boy from 
Arkansas.

Darmielle, topped with a thatch of startled- 
looking hair and crooked tarnished halo, 
would appear in stained glass holding a 
lantern to illuminate a twisting path through 
darkness.

In Get Lonely, he's the weary lover, expe- 
riencing loss as a state of grace, stripping 
away hoes of feeling surrounding a 
breakup. Damielle’s poetic observations are 
spare, unblinking, and luminous, and eccen- 
tric instrumentation accents his tentative 
vocals—he picks his way through lyrics word 
by word, ike the blind traveling unfamiliar 
territory. A masterwork by an artist who has 
eamed his place in the heavens.

Scar power 


Some women learn to love their “battle” scars 


Dear Josey, 
I had to remove cysts earlier this 
year. | now have a 15 cm, red scar running 


just above and parallel to my pubic hair- 
line. | feel it’s ugly, and I'm worried about 
showing it to a lover. How much of a reac- 
tion do scars get? How do | bring this up to 


someone? Are there people who are 
on by scars? 

Scarred and Sensitive 
Dear Scarred, 


According to Brenda Love in the Encyclo- 
pedia of Unusual Sexual Practices, women in 
certain African tribes used scars to increase 
their fertility until the early 20th Century. 
Their reasoning was that when hubby 
touched this sensitive area, the brain 
released neurotransmitters in response to 
the pain, causing the woman fo become sex- 
ually aroused and want to have sex.
